1 . Purpose . This instruetion establishes poliey, proeedures, and 
responsibilities for eondueting RSI aetivities with allies and other multinational 
partners. 

2. Superseded / Caneellation . This instruetion supersedes CJCSI 2700.0 IE, 

18 January 2012. 

3. Applieability . This instruetion applies to Department of Defense (DoD) 
Components that have responsibility for aehieving RSI, regardless of whieh 
ageney has lead responsibility. These eomponents are the Offiee of the 
Seeretary of Defense (OSD), the Military Departments, the Offiee of the 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Combatant Commands, the DoD 
Offiee of the Inspeetor General, DoD ageneies and field aetivities, and all other 
DoD organizational entities. 

4. Poliey . See Enelosure A. 

5. Definitions . See Glossary. 

6. Responsibilities . See Enelosure B. 

7. Summary of Changes . This revision: 

a. Re-instates Joint Staff (JS) J-6 as a JS direetorate with RSI 
responsibilities. 

b. Charaeterizes RSI as aetivities viee agreements in order to differentiate 
them from International, Support, or Cross-Servieing Agreements. 
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c. Removes the allied joint doctrine development responsibilities and 
oversight (added to reference a). 

d. Clarifies roles, relationships, and responsibilities among DoD 
eomponents. 

8. Releasability . UNRESTRICTED. This directive is approved for public 
release; distribution is unlimited on NIPRNET. DoD Components (to include 
the combatant commands), other Federal agencies, and the public, may obtain 
copies of this directive through the Internet from the CJCS Directives 
Electronic Library at http:/ / www.dtic.mil/cjcs_directives JS activities may also 
obtain access via the SIPR directives Electronic Library websites.

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ENCLOSURE A 
POLICY 

1 . Introduction . This policy encourages DoD eomponent partieipation in 
multinational organizations in order to enhanee national seeurity 
objeetives. It is in the best interests of the United States that its Armed 
Forees be interoperable with our multinational partners. Aeeordingly, 
international RSI aetivities should be eondueted on a worldwide basis so 
that U.S. forees are as interoperable as possible with multinational forees. 

2. Scope. This instruction prescribes policy for conducting RSI activities 
in the areas of operations, concepts, doctrine, procedures, training, and 
information sharing. It provides guidance for coordinating RSI activities. 
Particularly NATO standardization agreements (STANAGs) and 
standardization recommendations (STANRECs) that require U.S. 
coordination so that U.S. forces may operate as effectively as possible with 
multinational forces. STANRECs are used exclusively in the materiel field 
of standardization that lists one or several NATO or non-NATO standards 
relevant to a specific Alliance activity unrelated to interoperability 
(reference b). 

a. This instruction complements the references c through 1 in 
Enclosure E for materiel, logistics, and Service equipment related RSI. 

b. This instruction does not address compliance with materiel, 
weapons, communications, information technology, facilities, engineering 
practices and terminology related RSI agreement references in Enclosure 
E. Additionally, it does not address international, support, or acquisition 
and cross-servicing agreements covered in references m through r in 
Enclosure E. 

3. Definitions 



a. For the purposes of this instruction, RSI activities are: 

(1) Any actions, efforts, events, undertakings, accomplishments, 
etc. that promote or enhance military interoperability with multinational 
partners. 

(2) Military to military operational arrangements entered into by 
the U.S. to meet an interoperability requirement. 
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b. Any action that increases the effeetiveness of allied forees through 
more effieient or effeetive use of defense resourees eommitted to the 
allianee (referenee s). 

e. Standardization is the proeess by whieh the DoD aehieves the 
elosest praetieable eooperation among the Serviees and DoD ageneies for 
the most effieient use of researeh, development, and produetion resourees. 
Standardization also agrees to adopt on the broadest possible basis the use 
of: 



(1) Common or eompatible operational, administrative, and logistie 
proeedures 

(2) Common or eompatible teehnieal proeedures and eriteria 

(3) Common, eompatible, or interehangeable supplies, eomponents, 
weapons, or equipment 

(4) Common or eompatible doetrine with eorresponding 
organizational eompatibility 

(5) Within NATO, standardization is the aetivity of establishing, 
with regard to aetual or potential problems, provisions for eommon and 
repeated use aimed at the aehievement of the optimum degree of order in a 
given eontext (referenee b). 

(a) Operational standardization enables U.S. forees to operate 
as effeetively, effieiently and safely as possible with the forees of allied, 
eoalition, multinational and/or friendly nations. 

(b) Materiel standardization perpetuates harmonization of 
defense materiel eapability needs, laying the groundwork for reeiproeal 
international eooperation, speeifieally in the areas of researeh, 
development and testing, produetion, and proeurement. 

(e) Administrative standards faeilitate Allianee administration 
in various areas ineluding terminology, finanees, human resourees, and 
military ranks. 

d. Interoperability is the ability to operate in synergy in the exeeution 
of assigned tasks (referenee t). Within NATO, interoperability is the ability 
to aet together eoherently, effeetively and effieiently to aehieve Allied 
taetieal, operational, and strategie objeetives (referenee b). 

4. Guidanee . Enhaneing multinational military operations and warfighting 
eapabilities is the key objeetive of all RSI aetivities. In light of agreements and 
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geopolitical reality, partieipating in and aetively eontributing to multinational 
meetings as well as supporting working groups, remains a U.S. priority. In 
addition: 

a. U.S. RSI aetivities should be as flexible and praetieal as possible, 
direeted at providing eapabilities for U.S. and multinational forees to 
operate and fight together using eompatible operations, doetrine, 
equipment, teehnologies, training, and proeedures. 

b. U.S. positions must promote the optimum attainable RSI goals 
with the highest degree of eonsensus as praetieal. 

e. U.S. partieipation in RSI aetivities is subjeet to fiseal, teehnieal, 
legal, seeurity and poliey eonsiderations. 

d. Aehieving RSI eoherenee must involve timely and thorough 
eoordination with many U.S. partieipants within the DoD Components 
and (when neeessary) other federal departments and ageneies. 

e. U.S. representatives to international organizations or meetings 
must present eonsistent national positions to our multinational partners 
in order to aehieve RSI eoherenee; bearing in mind that national positions 
ean, and do, ehange in the eourse of aetual negotiations or meetings. 
Contradietory positions by different U.S. delegates undereut U.S. 
effeetiveness. Therefore, thorough and fully eoordinated staff work is 
essential throughout the eonduet of all RSI aetivities to ensure that all 
U.S. positions are in full and eomplete agreement. 
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ENCLOSURE B 
RESPONSIBILITIES 

1 . Introduction . DoD components will support RSI activities, and provide staff 
offieers/ eivilians and subjeet matter experts as required. Those involved in RSI 
aetivities must present a unified and eonsistent U.S. national position to all 
multinational bodies, forums, working groups, eonferenees, ete. in whieh they 
partieipate. They will endeavor to promote them as positive instruments to 
foster improved military eooperation between the U.S. and its multinational 
partners. 

2. Responsibilities 

a. Offiee of the Seeretary of Defense (OSD) 



(1) Establish the overall DoD poliey on multinational interoperability 
and standardization. 

(2) Provide poliey guidanee on the pursuit of interoperability and 
standardization within NATO and with other allies and eoalition partners. 

(3) Consult with the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff on the 
interaetion of interoperability and standardization, strategy, foree objeetives, 
and joint warfighting eapabilities. 

(4) Represent the Department of Defense on the NATO Committee for 
Standardization (CS). 

b. Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff (CJCS) 

(1) Identify opportunities for and impediments to improved 
interoperability of U.S. forees with allies and eoalition partners. 

(2) Eneourage and monitor U.S. partieipation in international military 
RSI aetivities. 

(3) Provide guidanee for U.S. responses to NATO standardization and 
interoperability requirements. 

(4) Promote international military RSI as a positive instrument to foster 
improved military eooperation between the U.S. and multinational partners. 
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(5) Advise the Seeretary of Defense on the interaetion between 
international RSI aetivities and national military foree goals, planning, and 
programs. 

(6) Consult with the DoD Components to identify opportunities for 
partieipation in RSI aetivities with those of multinational partners. 

(7) Coordinate doetrine and operational eoneepts with those of U.S. 
allies and eoalition partners to enhanee interoperability and standardization. 

(8) Validate that eapabilities are interoperable with allies and eoalition 
partners. 

(9) Ensure there is appropriate U.S. representation at NATO meetings 
and other applieable international military meetings addressing both 
operational and materiel interoperability and standardization. 

(10) Ensure that the Combatant Commands aetively support the 
pursuit of interoperability and standardization with multinational partners. 

e. The Joint Staff (JS). JS direetorates will provide formal and informal 
eoordination on all RSI aetivities, with partieular emphasis on eoordinating 
U.S. positions on NATO operational standards. Speeifie JS responsibilities are 
as follows: 

(1) J-1 will oversee and eoordinate on manpower and personnel related 
RSI aetivities and serve as Lead Ageney (LA) to the RSI entities identified in 
Enelosure D. 

(2) J-2 will oversee and eoordinate on joint intelligenee related RSI 
aetivities and serve as LA to the RSI entities identified in Enelosure D. 

(3) J-3 will oversee and eoordinate on joint operations related RSI 
aetivities listed below and serve as LA as to the RSI entities identified in 
Enelosure D. 

(a) Counternareoties 

(b) Civil Emergeney Planning 

(e) Crisis Management 

(d) Current Operations 

(e) Coneept of Operations/ Operations Plans 
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(f) Cyber Defense 

(g) Deeeption 

(h) Eleetronie Warfare 

(i) Foree Offerings and Generation 

(j) Meteorology and Oeeanography 

(k) Multinational Interoperability Couneil 

(l) NATO Crisis Response Measures 

(m) NATO Preeautionary System 

(n) Operations Seeurity

(4) J-4 will oversee and eoordinate on joint logisties, engineering, and 
medieal related RSI aetivities listed below and serve as LA to multinational RSI 
entities identified in Enelosure D. 

(a) Equipment, Maintenanee, and Supply 

(b) Explosives Safety and Munitions Risk Management (ESMRM) 

(e) Health Serviee Support 

(d) Host-Nation Support 

(e) Infrastrueture 

(f) International Logisties Cooperation and Mutual Support

(i) Mortuary Affairs, Contingency Contracting Base Camp Support

(5) J-5 will oversee and eoordinate on defense planning, seeurity 
assistanee, peaeetime engagement, and on all matters of international poliey 
related RSI aetivities listed below and serve as LA to multinational RSI entities 
designated in Enelosure D.

(6) J-6 will oversee and eoordinate on eommand, eontrol, 
eommunieations, and eomputer related RSI aetivities listed below and serve as 
LA to the RSI entities identified in Enelosure D.

(e) Command, Control, and Communieations Systems Plans and

(7) J-7 will oversee and eoordinate on foree development related RSI 
aetivities listed below and serve as LA to the RSI entities identified in Enelosure 
D. 

(a) Joint Coneept Development and Experimentation 

(b) Defense Capaeity Building 

(e) Training and Exereises 

(d) Training, Exereise, and Evaluation Poliey 

(e) Joint Doetrine, Edueation, and Lessons Learned 

(f) Joint Terminology 

(g) Uneonventional Warfare 

(h) RSI (to inelude Offiee of Primary Responsibility (OPR) for this 
Instruetion). 

(i) In eoordination with the DoD Components, periodieally review 
the LA assignments (Enelosure D) with the multinational RSI entity and other 
interested parties to ensure the U.S. is appropriately represented in all RSI 
aetivities. 
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(8) J-8 will oversee and eoordinate on foree strueture, resouree, 
eapability, and assessment related RSI aetivities listed below and serve as LA to 
the RSI entities identified in Enelosure D. 

(a) NATO Airspaee Management and Identifieation System 

(b) JCBRN Defense Capability Development 

(e) New Weapons Requirements and Evaluation 

(d) Budget and Finanee 

(e) Researeh and Development 

(9) The OCJCS Legal Counsel will review and eoordinate on legal 
related RSI aetivities, as well as review all proposed RSI agreements for legal 
suffieieney. 

d. Combatant Commanders 



(1) Review and eoordinate on Combatant Command speeifie RSI 
aetivities as required. 

(2) Identify opportunities for and impediments to improved 
interoperability of U.S. forees with allies and eoalition partners. 

(3) Monitor the development of international military RSI agreements 
applieable to their respeetive theaters (as appropriate). 

(4) When appropriate, serve as LA to the RSI entities identified in 
Enelosure D. 

e. The U.S. Delegation to the NATO Military Committee (USDELMC) 



(1) Represent the CJCS in all MC aetions and advise the CJCS on 
NATO matters. 

(2) Coordinate with DoD Components on Military Committee 
Standardization Board matters. 

(3) Provides U.S. eo-representation to the CS (when neeessary) to 
ensure Joint and Serviee operational standardization equities are represented. 

(4) Coordinate with the DoD Components on standardization poliey and 
proeedural matters when appropriate. 
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(5) Provide DoD Components with standardization and meeting 
doeuments as needed. 

(6) Reeommend and advise the DoD Components on LA appointments 
and responsibilities when appropriate. 

(7) Maintain awareness over the alignment of NATO bodies, 
eommittees, working groups, ete. for whieh the U.S. provides representation 
and provide the proponent for this instruetion with updates as appropriate. 

(8) When neeessary, request formal staff aetion (through the USDELMC 
Liaison, Pentagon) to the Seeretary of the Joint Staff in support of RSI aetivities 
for whieh there is no eognizant JS Direetorate or OPR. 

(8) Ensure that LAs are eontinually informed of on-going developments 
within their assigned funetional responsibilities. 

(10) Faeilitate providing U.S. ratifieation responses (and other U.S. 
positions) to NATO as required. 

(11) Serve as the U.S. representative and LA to the Military Committee 
Joint Standardization Board (MCJSB). 

(12) When required, provide U.S. partieipation to MC Standardization 
Boards on behalf of the LA. 

(13) Establish proeedures (in eoordination with LRs) to follow when the 
U.S. partieipates in RSI aetivities at NATO hosted eonferenees, working groups, 
meetings, ete. 

f. The DoD Components . Establish proeedures to fulfill their assigned LA 
responsibilities. These proeedures will be harmonized with the proeedures in 
appropriate referenees for partieipation in RSI aetivities in aeeordanee with the 
provisions of this Instruetion. 

g. Lead Agents. The LA represents and aets on behalf of the Seeretary of 
Defense or the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff for all RSI aetivities. The 
LA will be established based on the following prineiples: 

(1) LA responsibilities are generally fulfilled by the DoD Component 
with the preponderanee of responsibility and expertise to oversee the given RSI 
aetivity. 

(2) LA assumption is generally agreed rather than appointed based on 
mutual eonsent and support. In eases where there is a disagreement over 
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which DoD component should assume LA for a RSI aetivity, the J7 (as 
proponent for this CJCSI) will prepare a thoroughly eoordinated deeision 
paeket for appropriate approval. 

(3) In addition, the LA will: 

(a) Exereise oversight for assigned RSI aetivities. 

(b) Ensure there is appropriate U.S. representation at 
standardization and interoperability meetings and other applieable 
international military meetings. 

(e) Provide the fully eoordinated offieial U.S. position on an RSI 

aetivity. 

(d) Program and fund partieipation in RSI aetivities as required. 

(e) Appoint a Head of Delegation (HOD) to serve as the prineipal 
representative to a national delegation partieipating in RSI aetivities. 

(f) Appoint a point of eontaet (POC) to aet as OPR for eoordinating 
RSI agreements within their assigned area of responsibility. 

(g) Monitor RSI aetivities to ensure that RSI aetivities are eonsistent 
with U.S. law, poliey, and doetrine. 

(h) Maintain eognizanee over the alignment of NATO RSI entities, 
bodies, eommittees, working groups, ete. for whieh the U.S. provides 
representation and provide the proponent for this instruetion with updates as 
appropriate. 

(i) Ensure the U.S. ean aehieve and maintain the maximum 
praetieal degree of eonsisteney. 

(j) Promote RSI aetivities that are sound and have full interageney 
support and eonsensus. 

(k) Ensure RSI aetivities are mutually supportive and eonsistent 
with one another. 

(l) Periodieally review and assess RSI aetivities for relevanee and 
eontinued partieipation. 

(m) Ensure that DoD eomponents and other interested parties 
affeeted by RSI aetivities are engaged throughout the proeess and that they ean 
fully support all agreed U.S. positions. 
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(n) Ensure that all interested parties are eontinually informed of on- 
going developments within their assigned funetional responsibilities. 

(o) Establish proeedures to follow when the U.S. partieipates in RSI 
aetivities at multinational-hosted eonferenees, working groups, meetings, ete. 

h. Heads of Delegation. The HOD is the prineipal U.S. representative of a 
national delegation partieipating in RSI aetivities (eonferenees, working groups, 
eommittee meetings, exereises, ete.) The HOD: 

(1) Represents the LA as ehief national spokesperson and deeision 

maker. 

(2) Supports fulfillment of the LA responsibilities eovered in 
subparagraph 2.g. above. 

(3) Exereises overall responsibility for U.S. partieipation in 
international military RSI aetivity. 

(4) May assign delegation members to represent the U.S. in all working 
groups/ sub-working groups, panels/ sub-panels, syndieates, ete. 

(5) Establishes proeedures to follow when the U.S. partieipates in RSI 
aetivities at NATO hosted eonferenees, working groups, meetings, ete. 

(6) Programs and funds partieipation in RSI aetivities as required. 

(7) Serves (in most instanees) as the primary U.S. RSI aetivity working 
level POC with other nations or organizations engaged in similar RSI aetivities. 

(8) Manages and direets any negotiating proeesses involved in the 
represented RSI aetivity. 

(9) During the development of a proposed NATO military position, 
eoordinate with and reeeive guidanee from the appropriate LA. 
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ENCLOSURE C 
STAFFING 

1 . Introduction . RSI activities should be eondueted on a worldwide basis so 
that U.S. forees are as interoperable as possible with multinational forees. The 
U.S. aetively partieipates in hundreds of international groups that meet 
regularly to address RSI aetivities. The LA is the initial U.S. entry point for 
eoordinating RSI agreements. Where the U.S. has a permanent representation 
within a RSI aetivity or entity (e.g., the USDELMC at NATO), the U.S. 
permanent representative will ensure the LA is provided with all RSI 
requirements within their area of responsibility. 

2. Coordination . DoD Components engaged in RSI aetivities will follow the 
staffing proeedures in this enelosure when eoordination is neeessary for a 
formal RSI agreement. U.S. delegations must present eonsistent national 
positions based on eonsensus developed through eonferenees, meetings, 
working groups, eommittees, ete. Therefore, fully eoordinated staff work is 
essential throughout the development of all RSI agreements in order to ensure 
that the resulting U.S. positions promote the optimum attainable goals of the 
United States and its allies or partners. 

a. The LA will notify all interested parties of RSI aetivities requiring their 
attention. 

b. The LA will ensure all interested parties are provided aeeess to all 
doeuments needed to formulate a eoordinated U.S. position on RSI aetivities 
and agreements. The doeuments may inelude: 

(1) The eharter, terms of referenee, program of work, and other relevant 
doeuments governing the aetivities of the international forum. 

(2) The eonvening order, ealling notiee, and draft agenda for the next 
meeting, eonferenee, forum, working group, ete. 

(3) The approved reeord of the preeeding meeting, eonferenee, ete. 

(4) U.S. position papers dealing with the partieular RSI aetivity. 

e. The LA will ensure U.S. positions on RSI aetivities are fully eoordinated 
with all interested parties. 

d. All partieipants in RSI aetivities will ensure that applieable U.S. laws, 
poliey, guidanee, and doetrine are followed when developing U.S. national 
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positions. If there is any doubt regarding the legal suffieieney of a U.S. 
position, the LA is responsible for obtaining a legal review prior to submitting 
the formal U.S. response. 

f. HODs and LAs must remain eognizant of the time eonstraints required to 
develop RSI agreements. A proper eompromise must be reaehed between the 
desire for thorough staffing and the requirements for submitting national 
positions on time. 

g. In eases where staffing results in non-eoneurrenee or disagreement over 
a partieular U.S. position, the LA will attempt to resolve divergent views in 
eoordination with all eoneerned and arrive at an agreed U.S. position. 
Unresolved issues will be formally staffed for eonsensus. 

h. Upon aehieving eonsensus for the RSI agreement, the LA will present 
the formal U.S. position to the RSI aetivity (or NATO permanent representative) 
informing all eoneerned DoD Components of the final U.S. national positions. 

i. The LA will maintain a reeord of U.S. responses and positions on RSI 
agreements within their purview. 

3. Partieipation . When partieipating in RSI forums, the LA will: 

a. Ensure the HOD is fully versed on the speeifie RSI forum and the U.S. 
position. Advanee preparation is usually attained by reviewing the event 
ealling notiee, agenda, eonvening order, program of work, ete., as well as the 
reports and minutes from the previous meeting, forum, ete. 

b. Fully eoordinate the U.S. position in advanee of attending all 
international meetings. The HOD will eompile all relevant information to 
inelude input from partieipating parties and, in eoordination with the LA, 
develop the U.S. position. If a matter arises for whieh there is no U.S. position, 
the HOD will seek the eonsensus of the U.S. delegation, in eoordination with 
the LA. All U.S. positions will be eonsistent with established U.S. laws, poliey, 
doetrine, and proeedures. Alternately, the HOD may also request deferral of 
the matter until a formal U.S. position ean be reaehed. 

e. Upon eonelusion of the international forum, the HOD will eomplete a 
trip report eapturing the meeting highlights. The HOD will also ensure all 
required follow-up aetions are eompleted as appropriate. 

4. NATO Standardization . NATO enhanees interoperability through 
standardization with the aim to strengthen Allianee eapabilities. Nations and 
NATO bodies develop, approve, and eolleetively implement agreed and aeeepted 
standards to optimize the use of resourees in order to aehieve and maintain the 
desired level of interoperability. 
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a. In line with U.S. policy (Enclosure A), the U.S. will endeavor to respond 
to all NATO standardization requirements seeking a U.S. national position. 

(1) The USDELMC, in conjunction with the JS, is the focal point for 
NATO operational standardization, ensuring that the appropriate LA receives 
all NATO operational standardization requirements. 

(2) The Defense Standardization Program Office (DSPO) is the focal 
point for materiel standardization. 

b. Ratification is a process by which a NATO member nation determines its 
position regarding the implementation of a NATO standardization agreement 
(reference b). 

(1) When the LA receives a standardization requirement, the LA 
formally staffs it with participating DoD Components plus any other interested 
parties. The staffing action will seek a recommended ratification position, 
implementation details, and other comments as required (national ratification 
positions are defined in Enclosure E, reference u). 

(2) Each DoD Component or interested party will review the 
requirement and provide their recommended ratification positions. The LA will 
compile all relevant information and establish a fully coordinated U.S. position. 

(3) The LA will sign a ratification memo in the approved format 
(Enclosure D) and submit it to the appropriate NATO body, committee, etc. (in 
coordination with the USDELMC as appropriate) (reference u establishes 
procedures for the production, maintenance, and management of NATO 
standardization documents). 

c. Once the U.S. ratifies the NATO standard, distribution of the document 
normally constitutes endorsement and acceptance of the agreement. DoD 
Components will determine the details of implementation of operational 
STANAGs in accordance with internal procedures. Materiel STANAGs will be 
implemented in accordance with the provisions of reference c. 

d. The LA will maintain a record of the agreements and related information 
as required. The LA will also conduct periodic inventories and assessments of 
all current U.S. ratified and approved NATO standardization documents to 
ensure their relevancy and adequacy. 
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ENCLOSURE D 
LEAD AGENTS 

1. Introduction . The LA represents the DoD on all RSI activities. LA 
responsibilities (Enelosure B) are generally fulfilled by the DoD Component 
with the preponderanee of responsibility and expertise to oversee the given RSI 
aetivity. 

2. RSI aetivities . The aetivities (working groups, entities, eommittees, ete.) 
listed below do not refieet a eomprehensive roster of all RSI requirements that 
DoD Components partieipate in or may be asked to support. 

a. RSI requirements, partieularly those in NATO, are fluid and frequently 
ehange due to operational requirements. The most eurrent eommittee 
strueture and LA points of eontaet ean be found at on the NATO Website or the 
ASSIST database. 

b. U.S. must remain flexible and adapt aeeordingly while adhering to the 
basie tenet to be as interoperable as possible with multinational forees.

1 . This section is for information and describes the basie eomponents of a 
Memorandum of Agreement (MOA) between the various DoD Components 
involved in supporting the multinational bodies, entities, working groups, and 
panels where the U.S. is engaged in RSI aetivities. 

a. An MOA is strongly reeommended to deseribe elearly supported and 
supporting relationships regarding key issues sueh as information flow, staff 
eoordination responsibilities, representation to NATO meetings, and other 
requirements. A sample MOA outline is provided below, a more detailed MOA 
example ean be found in referenee r. 

b. The reeommended eomponents of a MOA are shown here:

eonsensus — A general agreement eharaeterized by an absenee of deelared 
opposition from any of the parties eoneerned. Note: eonsensus need not 
imply unanimity. Souree: NATO Terminology Management System. 

doetrine — Fundamental prineiples by whieh the military forees or elements 
thereof guide their aetions in support of national objeetives. It is authoritative 
but requires judgment in applieation. See also multinational doetrine; joint 
doetrine. Souree: JP 1-02. 

harmonization — The proeess and/or results of adjusting differenees or 
ineonsisteneies to bring signifieant features into agreement. 

head of delegation — The prineipal U.S. representative of a national delegation 
partieipating in RSI aetivities (eonferenees, working groups, eommittee 
meetings, ete.). Also ealled HOD. 

interageney — Of or pertaining to United States Government 
ageneies and departments, ineluding the Department of Defense. 

Souree: JP 1-02. 

interested party — Any of the people or organizations who may be 
affeeted by a situation. Souree: Cambridge dietionary. 

lead agent — The DoD Component with the preponderanee of 
responsibility to oversee RSI efforts and aetivities on behalf of the 
United States. Also ealled LA. Upon approval of this doeument, this term 
and definition are proposed for addition to JP 1-02. 

materiel standard — In NATO, a standard that speeifies the eommon 
teehnieal requirements for materiel throughout its life eyele. Souree: 

Referenee b. 

multinational — Between two or more forees or ageneies of two or more 
nations or Coalition partners. Souree: JP 5-0. 

operational standard — A standard that speeifies the eoneeptual, 
organizational or methodologieal requirements to enable materiel, 
installations, organizations or forees to fulfil their funetions or missions. 

Souree: NATO Terminology Management System. 
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rationalization — Any action that increases the effeetiveness of allied 
forees through more effieient or effeetive use of defense resourees 
eommitted to the allianee. Souree: JP 1-02. 

rationalization — The method of satisfying the requirements of more 
parties by using resourees funded by the parties individually or in-group, 
to eonstitute eoherent, interoperable and eost-effeetive serviee eapaeities 
that are operated, managed and maintained under mutually agreed 
arrangements. Souree: NATO Terminology Management System. 

reservation — The stated qualifieation by a nation that deseribes the part of 
international agreement that it will not implement or will implement only 
with limitations. Souree: Referenee b. 

standard — within NATO, a doeument established by eonsensus and 
approved by a reeognized body. Souree: Referenee b. 

standardization agreement — A NATO standardization doeument that 
speeifies the agreement of member nations to implement a standard, in 
whole or in part, with or without reservation, in order to meet an 
interoperability requirement. Also ealled STANAG. 

standardization reeommendation — A NATO standardization doeument used 
exelusively in the materiel field of standardization, that lists one or several 
NATO or non-NATO standards relevant to a speeifie Allianee aetivity 
unrelated to interoperability. Also ealled a STANREC. 
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
